Tai* determined policy on the part ct 
the New York bankers, will doubtless 
bring the silver question before Congress 
at the coming session. Toe Eastern bank­ 
ers, and we may say the bankers generally 
throughout the country, are strongly in 
favor of the gold standard only. They be­ 
lieve in the California policy, aud propose 
to insist upon Its being carnel out. 
This 
position is taken on the ground that the 
present silver policy will have the effect to 
demonetize gold; that the constant fluctua­ 
tion in the price ot silver prevents it trorn 
becoming a measure of value ; and that 
the silver dollar of 412‘2 is worth less than 
ninety cents. On that subject tho delega­ 
tion ot bankers addressed Secretary Sher­ 
man in bubslanc* as follow.*;

Now 
St. tHeiena, the ‘bills slated, was cursed 
with a plague; of rats, ami the British 
ministry had pledged itself to clear the 
island of those noxious animals for the 
benefit of the resident citizens. Accord­ 
ingly, all good citizens were called upon 
to furnish their quantum ot grown cats or 
thriving kittens for the carrying out of this 
purpose. The government was willing to 
pay the piper, and in addition to free trans­ 
portation in a vessel specially chartered 
for the purpose, offered for each "athletic, 
full grown tom-cat" 16 shillings ; for each 
"adult female puss” IO shillings ; and half 
that sum for every vigorous kitten that 
could "swill milk." The result can be 
imagined. Within three days over 3,000 
cats were collected in Chester, the city 
was a pandemonium, aud one street In 
which the cat merchants had been direct ­ 
ed by bill to assemble was the scene of 
positive aud bloody riots.

An Ostrich Farm. 
From the A ’bany Journal, October 25. 
James Murray, who has spent the last 
three years at Gilbertsville, N. Y , sailed 
Saturday by the Britannic for Cape Col­ 
ony, Africa, where he proposes to reside 
on an ostrich farm of 3,700 acres awaiting 
him there. 
The occupation of ostnch- 
rcanog is not new to the [family, James 
Mui ray, Sr., the father, haring for years 
bren successfully engaged in the business. 
Ic is in possession of a large tract of land 
near Cape Town, 1,392 acres ol which are 
inclosed by a wall lire lect high and four 
"eet thick, as a run for these magnificent 
birds, of which he now has 1,000. 
There 
is, besides, a secood park of 1,000 acres for 
the young ostriches. 
There are 400 acres 
planted to turnips under irrigation tor the 
young birds. 
Also, 200 acres of alfalfa, 
of lucern which is used for the breeding 
birds. 
As a precaution against drouth, a 
dam of solid stone has been constructed* 
I, Tx m3 feel long, 250 feet thick, and 150 feet 
high. The senior Murray has had an ex­ 
tensive experience in ,ostrich culture, aud 
is now reaping the reward of years of pa­ 
tient and costly experiment. 
The great 
difficulty has been in incubating the eggs 
of the ostrich. Two artificial incubators 
were triad at an expense of $4,500. They 
were found utterly useless.

Every one knows more or Jess ot the 
iatooua western highwaymen, the Jameses 
and Youngers, Before the war they were 
conspicuously engage I IU the Kansas bor­ 
der difficulties, and were members of the 
notorious Quanlrell troop of guerillas. At 
the breaking out o! the war “QuaotreJl’s 
command” were not recognized as belong­ 
ing to either army, but looked upon as 
free lances of the worst sort, lor they 
fought tor plunder alone. The bt. Louis 
Evening Poet ta responsible for the story 
that Governor Allen, of Louisiana, em­ 
ployed tor scouting purposes several oi the 
Quautrell men under the command of Joe 
Lee, and among these were the Jameses 
and Youngers. That ijournal, in what it 
calls “An Unwritten Leal,” gives the fol­ 
lowing story of one oi the adventures of 
that famous bind: 
There could be much said of the daring 
exploit! of Joe Lee and bis band of free­ 
booters, but one adventure deserves espec­ 
ial mention, since it is known how near it 
came to affecting the destiny of the nation. 
it appears that after Vicksburg had been 
invested and the south threatened at other 
points, Governor Allen, of Louisiana, con­ 
ceived the desperate idea of capturing the 
person of General Grant, lie believed 
thai Grant was the evil genius of the Con­ 
federacy, and that if he could be k died or 
taken prisoner the siege of Vicksburg 
could be raised and the F Jeral army dnv 
en back. Ile sent for. Joe Lee and impart­ 
ed to him his thoughts, and asked him if 
he could devise a plan, 
it was readily 
taken to by Lee, who immediately propos­ 
ed to execute the darmg enterprise. 
At 
that time—that is in 
the 
spring 
of 
ISG!—Grant and his army were encamped 
at MiMigcn’s Bend, near Young’s Point,on 
the Mississippi, some eighteen miles aboyc 
V icksburg. General Grant's headquarters 
were in the dwelling house that belonged 
to a magnificent plantation, much oi which 
t in be seen f rom the deck of a passing 
steamer. Joe Lee proposed to go to that 
house and bring away the body of General 
G rant,dead or alive. 
Ue chose five of his mist trusty men. 
They were the two James brothers, two of 
the Younger brothers and John Jarrell. 
These, with himself, made six. 
There 
never were six better men for such an ex­ 
pedition. They were young, strong, and 
as brave as the bravest. They had already 
6een all theft is in war. They had been 
tried 
in 
the 
most 
trying 
)Jaccs ; had suffered all manner of hard­ 
ships ; did not care much whether they 
ived or died ; were the quickest and best 
shots in the world, and rode the fleetest 
horses in the land. It was just before the 
‘'ederal army set out on that surprising 
march down the Westside of the river. The 
country was all full of marshes, bayous 
and morasses, so that the natural advan­ 
tages for the execution of the plot were 
KXI. The plan was for Joe Le-* and his 
five trusty followers to dress up in lull 
Federal uniform, ride on horseback to Mil 
I (gen ’a Bend, go direct to the house where 
Grant was stopping, rush in and secure his 
person, put bim on a spare horse, and then 
escape to the swamps which were near by. 
On one Saturday evening late the party 
set out from Dlekson’s house, near Delhi, 
and rode towards tho Mississippi. 
There 
was not a soul od earth besides themselves 
and Governor Allen that new of their des­ 
perate mission. 
It was something over 
twenty miles they had to go and the night 
was a dark one, but long before day they 
were At the edge of the wood that bordered 
on the plantation oil which Grant was 
quartered. There was no enemy to at* 
tack from the west side, and there was no 
particular precaution about Guards. The 
pickets were passed before sun-up, and 
while the general was yet asleep the guer­ 
illas rode boldly up through the open field 
towards the house. There they were—six 
men and seven horses—the empty saddle 
for the commander ot the hundred thou­ 
sand men who were carnpe I out in every 
direction. They approached within almost 
a (stone's throw ot 
the house, when 
they met a negro. They were discovered. 
It was an old 
man 
whom 
thete 
very men had run away from Delhi not 
ten days before, lie knew them all, and 
immediately gave the alarm, lo a moment 
there was a tumult, and the six guerillas 
had nothing to do but save their lives. 
They broke through the field, and in the 
twinkling of an eye were back in the 
woods, but not until a hundred shots had 
been fired after them. Before the sun 
went down they were (ate at the favorite 
rendezvous. Thus was frustrated one of the 
most daring plots of the war. It is not prob, 
able that General Grant took any particu­ 
lar notice of the affair, and it is not at all 
probable that he has ever realized the val­ 
uable services of the old colored man. 
What interpretation the officers of the 
army put upon the presence of the strange 
and hostile men at such a lime and place is 
not known, but if there were any doubts 
as to their mission, this bit ol history may 
serve to remove them.

Economy in Fuel. 
home of us Americans think WO know 
what economy means, but it is a mistake. 
We don’t know the first principle ct the 
art. In the matter of loud, for instance, 
Americans and English are both inordin­ 
ately wasteful, even when they are very 
careful. Iu one day an ordinary cook will 
consume more tuel aud produce less good 
dinners than a French cook will in a 
month oi superb cooking. A Paris corre­ 
spondent writes: 
Count Rumford laid 
down practical rules bv which a dinner for 
1,000 persons could be excellently well 
cooked and served at a cost ot only ten 
cents ! Now this process is improved up­ 
on, and a dinner for l. iOU persons can be 
well cooked at a fuel expense of five cm 's. 
Not by gas; that is a wasteful expense— 
but by the carbonated refuse rof the gas 
house, known as coke. This coke is placed 
in a peculiarly constructed stove, which 
permits none of the fumes to pass Into any 
other place than the closed chimney. The 
coke is generated into a brilliant fire at first 
by a powerful draft, then toned down as 
per the wants of the cook by a mechanical 
damper, At this point all the odor of the 
gas is gone, and nothing but [a clear fire, 
uncus smell or dust, is ready. 
The fire in 
the broad top stove does duty for several 
dishes at the same time. 
You get your 
dioner bot and well cooked at a cost of less 
tuel than ever before known. The owner 
oi the patent is about to proceed to Amer­ 
ica to protect his invention, or I might ex­ 
plain it.
